P A R IS , Ju n e 6— W ith even greater violence than vest t 
day, the crucial battle of the Som m e was resumed at dawn to­ 
day with a terrific Germ an ground attack. Germ an artillery 
levi along the entire front and started the attack 
I he battle raged along a 110-mile front but today the 
main Germ an hits were in the locality of the Som m e River 
.region. 


It is impossible to speculate at the results but the com 
plete seat of the German spearhead is between Amiens and 
ihe sea. 


(N ote: 
This would indicate that the German attack on 
this section is aimed at the French port of Le I lavre.) 
T h e French withdrew slightly during the attack, it was 
stated, but inflicted heavy losses on the Nazis. 
A French spokesman summed up progress in 
t h e s e 
words: “T he situation on the whole is fairly good." 


\ Ie added the battle undoubtedly will continue for many 
days. 


I he G erm ans, according to advice here, are now running 
into a new kind of f rench defense system, similar to that on 
which the G erm an Siegfried Line is based. The French spokes 
man said that numerous G erm an tanks have been destroyed 
well behind the first fortified line, and said both German tanks 
and dive bombing planes are losing their effectiveness
